America’s export business in amuse- 
ment park devices is on the upgrade 
Statistics gathered by the United States 
Department of Commerce, supplemented 
by recent reports from manufacturers 
of amusement devices, and of foreign 
park managers, indicates that the export 
field is opening rapidly, with a very in- 


teresting future ahead 
“I believe it is quite safe to say,” 
Eric T. King, chief of the Specialties 


Division of the Department of Com- 


merce, Washington, recently wrote The 
Billboard in response to an inquiry, “that 


there is an increasing interest in foreign 
markets in amusement park devices of 
American manufacture Our requests 
for sources of supply for commodities of 
this ty are increasing in number.” 
The Department of Commerce lists 45 
countries as having imported American 
amusement park devices and equipment

in 1926, and altho statistics for last year 
have not been compiled by countries, the

In 1926 the total value of American ex- 
ports of amusement park device and 
equipment was $318,026. In 1927 the 
igure reached $431,184.

That there is no comparison between 
American amusement park devices and 


equipment and that of foreign manu- 


facture is well known. American !deas, 
design and construction details are far 
in advance of those of any other coun- 
try in the amusement park field. Europe 
nd the rest of the world is apparently 
beginning to make t..at discovery. It is 
interesting to note iat such a familiar 
device as the catliope h only recently 
become known in England 

The Tr er Envcineer Company of 
Beaver Falls, Pa.. has been very active 
in the export field recently.
